More marria took place in the twenty- 
six counties during the second guarter of 
1940 than in any corresponding period of the 
last six years. Births were ane twenty-seven 
fewer than the highest figure quoted for any 
quarter in the period covered by the last 
issue of the Quarterly Return of Births, 
Marriages and Deaths. 

The returns for the last six years show 
that the third quarter is the best for 
marriages, while births are fairly evenly dis- 
tributed over the first three-quarters of the 
year, the fourth quarter being low. Deaths 
are most numerous in the first quarter and 
least numerous in the third.

ESPITE the intensive ‘‘ war” against 

| foxes which is being carried on in this 

country hunureds of fowl are still 

being destroyed by these animals, an /rish 
Times reporter was informed yesterday. 

With the adoption o1 tox-killing schemes 
by almost all the County Committees of 
Agriculture, however, it is believed that the 
nuisance is being brought under control, or 
at least abatement. it is estimated that 
between five and six thousand foxes have 
been destroyed since the schemes were put 
into operation. . 

According to a report given to the Meath 
Agricultural Committee, over a thousand 
fowl were killed by foxes in the Moynalty 
district alone, and the suggestion was made 
that neighbours should band themselves 
together and carry out open attacks on the 
breeding grounds of foxes. In other areas 
some small holders have lost the greater 
number of their fowl through the depre- 
dations of foxes despite attempts to protect 
the birds. One farmer has described how 
several of his chickens were carried off each 
night although he had taken every possible 
precaution te hoodwink the foxes. 


BOUNTY SCHEMES 


The problem presented by the increase in 
the number of foxes has occupied the minds 
of County Committee oí Agriceitere for 
some years past and schemes were devised to 
assist in combating the scourge. In 1937-38 
several committees adopted a scheme which 
subsidised the killing of foxes 
scheme it was arranged that five shillings 
would be paid for the brushes of adult foxes 
and half-a-crown for those of the younger 
animals. The result is that in the areas 
where the grants are available trappers have 
been doing a good busines. and penile’ stocks 
are not suffering the damage of previous 
years. In 1938-40 rants amounting to £585 
were paid out by County Committees, and it 
is estimated that about three thousand 
animals were destroyed 

The results of the schemes were so fruitful 
that other countie followed the earlier 
examples, and at the moment there is only 
one county—Meath—which has not put into 
een a fox-killing scheme In Meath 
there are not so many small holdings as in 
other counties. 

The amount provided for grants in the 
year 1939-40 is £1,050.

SEED SUPPLIES FOR

BIG RISE IN PRICES

_ Plenty of vegetable seeds, but at greatly 
increased prices, is the situatign with which 
Irish seed merchante will be faced this winter. 
With. the supplies of seed from the Con- 
tinent virt cut off and those from 
Great Britain restricted, the merchants have 
to look towards America, Australia, Canada 
and New Zealanu for requirements. With 
the cost of transport practically double that 
formerly paid, it 1s expected that prices will 
rise by approximately 50 per cent. 

It was thought at first that America and 
other countries would be unable to supply 
them with the particular types required 
owing to climatic conditions, but, contrary to 
expectations, a fair supply of the commoner 
type of seed not usually grown there is 
available. 

When an /rish Times reporter asked a 
leading Dublin seed merchant yesterday 
whether some method of seed-saving could not 
be adopted in this country, he was told that 
it’ was almost out of the question with a 
climate so erratic as that of Ireland. This 
year, he said. some seed might have been 
saved on account.of the extremely dry spring, 
but that, unless seed-saving was carried out 
year after vear, it would become a liability 
instead of an asset. : 

In England glasshouses were used for seed 
preservation, and in some areas there were 
more than six acres under glass. At the out- 
break of war it was taken for granted that 
the seed trade with England would be lost, 
aud seed merchants were informed that it 
would no longer be ES to get certain 
types of seed. Since then, however, althou 
business has naturally been restricted, trade 
continued, and many of the supplies which 
had previously been prohibited were released 
for export. i i 

Seed merchants áre complaining about, the 
effect, which news items dealing with a seed 
shortage have upon the public, who promptly 
buy more seed than they can use. In some 
cases thev purchase an ounce where a packet 
would be sufhcient. 

Even in the event of a shortage of im- 
ported seeds, cabbages, cauliflowers, tomatoes, 
and, of course, more potatoes than can be 
consumed, can be grown at home from Irish 


seeds.

_ Wings of War 


When the war broke out just over 


twelve months ago, most people expected 


that the bombing of big cities would he 
part and parcel of the belligerents’ 
tactics. On the very first night of 
hostilities there was an air-raid warning 
in London: but it proved to be a false 
alarm, and for the greater part of a year 
both sides confined their aerial activities 
to reconnaissance flights, with occasional 
attacks on purely military objectives. 
When France collapsed, and Germany 
found herself face to face with her most 
formidable enemy, it quickly became 
obvious that this condition of affairs 
would not last much longer. For a time 
it was believed that the German High 
Command would make a supreme effort 
to invade Great Britain before the end of 
the summer months, and ‘that Marshal 
Goering’s Luftwaffe would play an 
important part in the offensive. Since the 
beginning of ‘June the British Govern- 
ment and people have been preparing to 
withstand a sudden attack by sea and 
air combined; but as the “winter 
approaches the chances of a large-scale 
invasion are receding, although Mr. 
Winston Churchill warned the people 
only last week that the danger by no 
means was past. In the meanwhile, the 
Germans seem to be concentrating all 
their efforts on aerial bombardments. 
directing their main attacks on British 
ports and industrial centres. During the |. 
last few weeks their raids have been 
almost continuous. They take place 
chiefly during the night, when the British 
fighting machines are at a serious dis- 
advantage ; and, although numbers of the 
attacking bombers have been shot down 
by the Royal Air Force, Britain’s 
defences in the nature of things must 
depend mainly on what is known as the 
balloon barrage and the anti-aircraft 
artillery. Substantial damage  un- 
doubtedly has‘been done. Several im- 
portant ports have been attacked fiercely, 
and Marshal Goering, who has been 
directing the campaign from the north 


coast of Franct, has been paying: par ' 


ticular attention to the great port of 
London, upon which enormous quantities 
of high explosive and incendiary bombs 
have been dropped. Since the beginning 
of the present month the eight million 
inhabitants of London have been having 
appalling experiences. Night after night 
the city has been attacked by hundreds 
of bombing machines. Serious fires have 
been started not only at the docks, but 
also in the City and in the densely- 
populated areas on the south side of the 
Thames. Other big cities also have been 
visited with varying effects; but it is 
evident that the Germans are making a 
determined attempt to dislocate the 
complicated life of the British capital, to 
throw its transport system out of gear, 
and generally to smash up those services 
the maintenance of which is essential to 
the existence of London’s colossal popula- 
tion. The German High Command has 
been making ambitious claims in respect 
of the damage that has been inflicted ; but 
it has admitted that the Luftwaffe’s 
success has been accompanied by “ heavy 
sacrifices.’’ There still is a’ bewildering 
disparity between the rival statements of 
losses; but there can be no doubt at all 
that a severe toll has been taken of the 
attacking machines. 

It is too soon yet to try to estimate the 
effects of the Luftwaffe’s attacks on Great 
Britain. Nobody outside Germany knows, 
for example, whether or not the raids 
have reached anything like their maximum 
intensity ; but the experiences of recent 
weeks have been sufficient to establish 
certain definite facts. In the first place, 
the loss of life, although sufficiently 
dreadful, has been far smaller than might 
have been expected. The Germans declare 
that they have been dropping millions of 
pounds of bombs on London, yet the death- 


| roll has been remarkably low—a fact which 


constitutes a tribute to the efficiency of 
Great Britein’s ‘‘A.R.P.’’ services. In 
the next place, the general moral of the 
people, not alone in London, but through- 
out the country,’ seems to be unshaken. 
During the civil war in. Spain, when 
Madrid and Barcelona were bombed exten- 


‘sively over a long period, it was admitted 


on all sides that not only did air raids not 
break the spirit of the people; they had 
precisely the opposite effect. Of course, the 
parallel is not exact; but the British are 
even more dogged than the Spanish, and 
hitherto’ they have shown a cheerfulness 
that has compelled the admiration even of 
| their eneniies. The effects of continuous 


| bombing» must be peculiarly trying in 
| industrial areas. Night raids involve loss 
‘ whey Sabor and, even if there 
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of the greatest fight in history. What 
hope will they have of normal, happy 
lives, whatever may be the outcome of this. 
ghastly struggle ? They are being reared. 

Jn an atmosphere of constant terror. They 
| never will know the joys of childhood, and 
the evil experiences of the present will 


leave an indelible impression on their’ 


minds. We do not believe that a military 
decision ever can be achieved by air raids 
alone. The whole business is inhuman 
and insensate, and, much as one may 
admire the reckless gallantry of the young 
men who are building up a legend in the 
air, the suffering which is being inflicted 
on millions of innocent people does not 
bear contemplation. Yet human endurance 
is remarkable. The people of Great 
Britain—and, uo doubt, the German 
people as well—are accustoming themselves 
to the horrors of aerial warfare; and 
defence invariably catches up in the long 
run on attack. We in this country ought 
to thank God that we have been spared 
the ordeal through which our neighbours 
are passing; but the sight of the shelters 
that’ are being built in the streets of 
Dublin constitute a grim warning to be 


pondered by all. 


America’s Choice 


Two months from now the American 
people will decide whether President 
Roosevelt, in defiance of all tradition, will 
enter the White House for a third term 
of office, 
Republican. We in Ireland may fail to 
understand how strong is the tradition 
against a third term. The Americans do 
not possess a history stretching back for 
hundreds of years, but during their brief 
existence as a nation they have created 
certain canons of constitutional behaviour 
which cannot be defied with impunity. 
President Roosevelt has chosen to defy 
one of the most formidable of them, and 
he must expect that thousands—perhaps, 
millions—of ‘‘traditionalist’’ votes will 
be alienated frem him. A foretaste is 
provided by the results of the election, 
recently held, for the Governorship of the 
State of Maine. In 1936 the Republicans 
held the Governorship with a majority 
of 42,000 votes over their Democratic 
opponents; on this occasion the Repub- 
lican majority has risen to 70, 000, one of 
the largest majorities in the State’s 
history. The odds for November’s contest, 
as we think, are that President Roosevelt 
will win, but that his tremendous 
majority will suffer a very considerable 
reduction. His chief asset. apart from 
his name. is his almost unbounded 
popularity, which is due as much to his 
own personal qualities as to the manner 
in which he has championed the American: 
““under-dog.”” Eight years ago he brought 
hope to the poor, the unemployed and the 
dispossessed when they were in sad need 
of hope; for their sake he challenged 
many of the richest and most powerful 
interests in the country; he introduced 
social services of a kind which, while 
familiar enough to these islands, were a 
novelty to the Americas. These achieve. 
ments will be remembered in his favour, 
and will help, no doubt, 
balance the withdrawal of 
alist’’ allegiance. 

There are, however, great issues at 
stake in this election, differentiating it 
from any election within the past twenty 
years. Rightly or wrongly, an attempt is 
being made to convince the electorate that 
President Roosevelt, if elected for the 
third time, will embroil them as 
belligerents in the European war. We 
have no reason to suppose that the charge 
is true: the President’s speeches—if 
speeches are ever a fair index to behaviour 
—are no more fire-eating than those of his 
Republican opponent, Mr. Wendell 
Willkie. Both have declared themselves 
with a whole heart in favour of Great 
Britain in her war against Germany. 
Both have expressed publicly the fear 
that, if Germany should emerge vic- 
torious, the United States would be the 
next victim of her ambition. Both insist 
that America’s first duty is to arm her- 
self; and, if President Roosevelt has 
imposed conscription on his country, his 
conduct has been approved by Mr. 
Willkie, who only yesterday urged | 
Congress to: pass the President's conscrip- 
tion bill without a delaying amendment.. 
In like manner, Mr. Willkie has endorsed 
the bargain, initiated and concluded by 
President Roosevelt, whereby the United 
States sends | fifty destroyers to Great 
Britain, and accepts the lease of numerous 
British bases in the New World. In all 
these circumstances, it is hard to see why 
President Roosevelt should be upbraided 
as the man who wants to drag his country 
into war, while Mr. Willkie is held up 
to public eulogy. as the man who desires 
to spare it the horrors of war.. Doubtless, 
it is no more than part of the whisperinz 
campaign which is a conspicuous feature 
of every Presidential election. Yet the 
whispers are loud. Yesterday an im- 
portant American journalist spoke of a 
growing belief, that, the United States 
will enter the war formally if President 
Roosevelt is re-elected, and a popular 
newspaper called on Mr. Willkie to 
‘stem the drift towards war.” If an 
impression really gains ground a the 
contest is between a Democratic “' pro- 
war’ candidate and a Republican ‘‘ anti- 
war” candidate, President Roosevelt may 
have even more serious odds to face than 
the “' traditionalist " vote. We shall be 
wise, however, to remember that the

{can never hurt me." It is as well. that 


words can do no material damage, Yor the 
battle of words is being waged : not” only 
in belligerent regions of Europe and 
Africa, but over the entire face of the 
globe. Great Britain was slow to waken, 
up to the value of wireless propaganda, 
but to-day she is second to none im the 
use of this newest and most powerful of 
weapons. Indeed, in the width of its in- 
fluence, whatever else may be said of its 
quality as propaganda, there is no news 
system in foreign languages anywhere to 
compare at the present time with that of 
the British Broadcasting Corporation. For 
over twenty of the twenty-four hours news 
bulletins in more than twenty languages 
are being broadcast to the world. Nightly 
there is news in German—both in “high'' 
German and in several dialects—in 
French, Polish, Norwegian, Danish, 
Dutch, Italian, Spanish, Czech, Portu- 
guese, Rumanian, Serbo-Croat, Magyar, 
Greek, Turkish and Arabic; while the 
vernacular bulletins are heard all over 
Northern Africa and the Near and Far 
East. There are special programmes to 
the United States and South América, 
and, of course, the Empire Broadcasts are 
directed to territories in the whole of the 
five continents. For a long time the 
British did not think very highly of this 
new system of spreading ‘‘ influence.’ 
They were about the last of the Great 
Powers to realise the value of radio pene- 
tration, and when at last they were forced 
to enter the lists in the war of words and 
defend themsel, : against veterans in this 
new-fangled strategy, they failed rather 
badly. There was the classic example of 
the “' battle ' for Arab sympathy some 
three or four years ago when, as against 
the racy vernacular of the streets, which 
was being employed by the Italian wireless 
stations, the B.B.C. was addressing the 
masses in the admittedly more elegant, 
but almost unknown, language of the 
scholar. It was not, indeed, until the 
beginning of the present war that Great 
Britain really’ began to take her wireless 
weapon seriously; but in this last short 
year she has been making up for all her 
lost time. To-day the B.B.C., the mouth- 
piece of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations, is diffusing its doctrines—which 
are the democracy—in 
virtually every country on the face of the 
earth; and if the quality of its propa- 
ganda, according to many critics, is still 


not all that it might be, it is improving 
fast.

L Ag night's air raid over London was 


very intense for nine hours, but it 
was noticeable that tlere was no real effort 


1 to deal only with military objectives, since 


a maternity hospital, « children’s hospital, 

a church and a school were among the 
principal places bombed, and scores of 
workmen’s houses were destroyed, bombs 
being freely showered on the East End of 
London, as well as the West End and the 
suburbs. In spite of the nerve strain and, 

in some cases, bodily suffering, the people 
maintained their high spirits, and in many 
shelters singing went on all night, even 
after bombs had fallen close at hand. 

Fires in the neighbourhood of St. Paul’s 
Cathedral and the famous old Guildhall 
gave rise to some alarm at one time during 
the night, but the firemen worked to put 
them out while the bombs continued to 
fall around them. The famous Bow Bells 
Church, after a period of anxiety, was at 
last reported to be out of danger. 


Crowded City Streets 


The City of London this morning was 
naturally greatly affected by the storms of 
the night, and at an early hour the police 
made many arrangements, so that the work 
of reconstruction and clearing-up could go 
on undisturbed. Omnibus trafic was 
diverted, railway stations closed, and in 
many places the pavements had to be kept 
clear because of falling glass. This meant 
that nearly all business people had to 
walk, and for a time the streets had the 
appearance á a public holiday, so minic

Hard Work al Portobello 


I partook of a bun yesterday with one 
of the Local Security Force officers from 
the South Dublin district who has been 
undergoing this intensive course of train- 
ing it Portobello Barracks. 

He tells me that his life has been by no 
means so easy as it sounds. The officers 
parade at a quarter to nine in the morning, 
and from then until 12.30 it is a matter 
of drill, lecture and demonstration, with 
only a ten minutes’ break for a smoke at 
eleven o'clock. And Army N.C.Q.s are 
taskmasters. They do not spare you. 

From 12.30 until two o’clock the victims 
obtain a respite, but after that the grind 
begins anew until five, when the toiler’s 
task reaches its end—until the following 
morning.

CATHEDEAL UNDAMAGED 


Bombs fell in the immediate ueighbour- 
hood of St. Paul's Cathedral, and fires raged 
during the greater part of Monday night. 
For eight hours, without a break, hundreds 
of London firemen, amid falling bombs and 
crashing débris, strove to check the flames. 

Aided by incendiary bombs, some believed 
to be in the nature of containers filled with 
crude oil, fires were started in several dis- 
tricts round the Cathedral. 

Business premises which received a direct 
hit from a high explosive bomb collapsed 
like a pack of cards across the roadway. 

All that remained was an iron scroll gate- 
way, supported by huge beams, which leaned 
forward as firemen played their hoses on the 
scorched timbers. 

In three streets, writes a Press Associa- 
tion reporter, flames were to be seen 
issuing from the shattered windows of shops 
and business premises. 

At dawn the Cathedral towered over the 
burning buildings. All around it were miles 
of snake-like coils of hose extending to the 
Thames. Gradually the firemen got the 
flames well under control. 

lt is teared that several people were killed 
when a high explosive et fell on a district 
in North-East London, sending six or seven 
houses crashing down. 


WOMEN RESCUED 


Seven women were rescued during the 
morning from two wrecked houses in a North 
Loudon area. They were not seriously hurt. 
Four me in an Anderson shelter, behind 
one of the demolished houses, were safe. — 

An ambulance worker said that five of the 
women, all young, were rescued from one 
house where two people were killed. 

While the rescue parties were working from 
2.50 a.m. onwards German ‘planes were 
droning cverhead, but the men worked with- 
out showing a glimmer of light.

Another bomb fell against the nurses’ 
home, again without causing any personal 
injury, and two others hit an adjacent 
hospital glancing blows, shattering windows

Children in the hospital were afterwards 
removed to a neighbouring hospital, and sent 
off to sleep again.

BODIES RECOVERED FROM 
WRECKED SCHOOL 


Many bodies have been recovered from a 
school in East London which was wrecked by 
a direct hit during Monday nights raid. 
Some of the persons extricated from beneath 
the mass of twisted girders and débris were 
atill alive, but it is understood that they 
died while being conveyed in ambulances to 
hospital. : 

The rescue squads found two babies, one 
aged nine months and the other aged Bix 
months, alive. They were hurried to hospital 
and it is thought that they may recover. 
Arrangements had been made for these 
refugees to be transferred to the country 
yesterday.

FIERCE BRITISH RAIDS 
ON FRENCH COAST

An eerie effect produced by their bombs 
when they attacked Boulogne harbour last 
night is described by Coastal Command 
pilota in a British Air Ministry News Service 
bulletin resued- last night. 

The bombardment of Boulogne was carried 
out by Blenheims, which found their targets 
through thick screens of drifting cloud. As 
fire broke out in the buildings on the main 
quays the actual flames could not be seen, 
but through the cloud banks over the harbour 
there was the sustained and radiant brilliance, 
“It looked,” said one pilot. ‘‘as if a 
gigantic torch had been lit beneath us. After 
the first salvoes ot bombs it shone with 
dazzling whiteness and then became a steady 
lemon-coloured glow, which we could see 
suffusing the deer layers ot cloud as we 
circled above them preparing to locate our 
next targets. 

‘“Twenty minutes late: the scene from 
above was more vivid. The Blenheims came 
in to wind up the attack. Salvoes of bombs 
fell on and around an artillery arsenal. Then 
the clouds were pierced. by shafts of crimson 
light from recurrent explosions among the 
enemy’s ammunition stores.’’ 

Other Coastal Command aircraft distributed 
nine tons of bombs over concentrations of 
barges and ships at Calais, Ostend and 
Flushi These attacks were made by Blen- 
heims, Beauforts and Fleet Air Arm Alba- 
cores and Swordfish. Effective results were 
obtained despite powerful resistance from 
shore batteries and escort ships.

The Press declares that the censorship 
under King Carol’s régime prevented protests 
against the ways in which public funds were 
used by persons of State or former potentates 
of the old régime. 


OFFICERS DISMISSED 


General Antonescu, in the reorganisation 
of the Army,~ has dismissed eleven high 
officers, whom he charges with, grave in- 
capacity, defeatism and using flattery to gain 
promotion to higher ranks. 

The Iron Guardists are split into two 
groups. One is under M. Horea Sima, who is 
at present trying to obtain a completely Iron 
Guard Government. The second is willing to 
co-operate with General Antonescu in the 
formation of a National Government. General 
Antonescu wants a small Cabinet of national 
figures, and the Liberals, under M. Dinu 
Bratianu, will support him nn this. 

The Germans also want such a Government. 
They regarded the ,lron Guardists as a lever 
for the removal of Carol; but they also 
realise that the Iron Guardist movement, as 
it was in the days of M. Codreanu, no longer 
exists.

Bombs were seen to burst on this target, and 
heavy explosions occurred in the coúrse of 
an attack which ‘began about midnight, and 
was carried out in the face of intense anti- 
aircraft fire from the ground defences. 

‘‘Dockyards at Hamburg, Bremen, Wil- 
helmshaven and Kiel were, attacked. A gas 
works in a Berlin suburb was struck, a power 
station at Brussels was wrecked and set 
alight, and shipping concentrations in the 
Channel ports of Ostend, Calais and Boulogne 
were again heavily bombed. 


FIRES AT BRUSSELS 

‘‘In the raid on Kiel, carried out shortly 
before midnight, the target was lit by a dull 
red glow from fires which broke out after 
the bombing. 

‘A Jater raid in the early hours of this 
morning on goods yards at Brussels lasted 
for over an hour. Bombs which fell across 
the south end of the yard caused an im- 
mediate outbreak of fire. Ten minutes later 
another direct hit was scored on the target, 
causing a second violent explosion and a 
fierce outbreak of fire, visible from 40 miles 
away, which was still burning strongly when 
the Jast raider left. 


HAMBURG AND BREMEN 

"The night's heaviest attack was directed 
a ay the naval dockyards at Hamburg, 
where tons of high explosives and many in- 
cendiary bombs were dropped in the course 
of half-an-hour of almost continuous bom- 
bardment. The docks, already severely 
damaged in the — night’s raid, were 
og. straddled by sticks of heavy- 
calibre bombs. 

‘* Warehouses on the Bakenhafen were set 
alight, and some of the many fires which 
broke out in the target area were still visible 
long after the raiders had left the city. At 
Bremen more great fires were started as 
repeated hits were registered on the docks 
and in shipbuilding yards. Direct hits were 
also scored on the. naval station at Wilhelms- 
haven, where heavy bombs were clearly seen 
to burst on one end of the naval barracks. 

‘‘ Another line of bombs which overshot 
the main dockyard burst across” the mine- 
sweeper dépót and straddled the pontoon 
harbour. 


DOCKS AND SHIPPING 

“ Other night raiding forces attacked the 
docks at Wismar, a blast furnace and railway 
sidings at Essen, and aerodromes at Diepholz, 
‘Hoya, Celle, Cuxhaven and Schiphol. 

“ Flames from a fire started on the aero- 
drome at Hoya could be seen from many 
miles away. 

‘* Important railway junctions at Hanover, 
Celle, Barnstorf (near Osnabruck) and 
Krefeld were bombed. Two separate groups 
of fires which broke out at Celle caused a 
series of heavy explosions. 

‘*Concentrations of shipping in Ostend 
Harbour were heavily attacked for the third 
night in succession. Fires and explosions 
were seen in all parts of the harbour, and one 
raider which arrived soon after the attack

visible for many miles before the Belgian 
coast was reached. 

“ Other bomber forces raided the harbour 
at Boulogne, where large explosions were 
seen in the dock area. 

“ At Calais barges in the harbour were 
bombed for over an hour by relays of aircraft, 
which attacked in a series of steep and 
shallow dives.

Long-range guns on both sides of the 
Straits of Dover resumed shelling early to- 
day after a lapse of four hours since they, 
ceased firing last night, says the Press 
| Association. > 

German batteries on the French side bega 
the new artillery duel, opening up with a 
salvo of three shells which rocked the Dover 
area. 

Vivid flashes from the exploding shells lit 
up the coastline like summer lightning. 

Searchlights filled the sky trying to find a 
German reconnaissance ‘plane which was 
acting as a spotter for the German artillery. 

British long-range guns fired across the 
Channel in reply, and several salvos were ex; 
changed by the rival guns. 

It is announced that four people were 
killed and five injured in the German 
shelling of the Dover area yesterday evening. 

Two houses were demolished and several 
other buildings damaged. One shell burst 
inside a slaughter-house. It killed four sheep, 
and a piece of shell-splinter struck the back 
of a man’s head and deafened him. 

A motor tour of the shelled area to-day 
revealed that the damage was remarkably 
light, says a P.A, reporter. 

Small craters had been dug. The blast of 
the explosions had shattered windows over a 
wide area, and in some places had torn down 
telegraph wires. 

Life in Dover continued as usual. 


THE GERMAN ACCOUNT 


The German High Command published the 
following communiqué :—‘‘ During the even- 
ing of September 9 (Monday) a British convoy 
running out of Dover was fired’ upon by, 
German coastal batteries. The convoy wag 
dispersed ; four ships steamed back to Dover, 
two to Deal. A damaged steamer was also 
towed to Deal. An eighth ship in the convoy, 
remained behind with columns of smoke issu- 
ing from its hull. The firing ended at 8.40 
Im. owing to darkness. An hour later our 
ong-distance guns fired on a British battery 
near Dover. At 8.30 p.m. this battery had 
tried to reply to our fire on the convoy. The
